The MelhodisI Qentrat Conffrfncf and the holf Is ia Cleveland, 
0., deserve greal credil— Ihe holeh for according lo all delegate?, 
regardless of coloi, equal ace o m mod alio ns, and ihe Conference 
fori Is hearty indoisemenl of iheiraclion. If Ihi^grealeslgalhering 
of Itie largesl Prole^lanl church in Ainericd had nothing else lo 
do, it mighl go with lis grand meeling from cily lo cily securing 
Ihis Tec ogni lion of ihe brolherhood of man. ll is ardently hoped 
Ihal Ihe generous and libeial-minded holel keepers in Cleveland \\i3\ 
may not "backslide," and thai if any single colored delegate, 
clerical or lay, should come alone lo Cleveland, even before the 
close of Ihe "six monlhs' probation," he might nol find the door 
closed against him. 

The General Assembly of the Piesbyterian Church may be

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ORANGE PARK NORMAL AND 
INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL IN FLORIDA 
CLOSED BY THE SHERIFF. 



II will be reiuenibered Ihal on Friday, Ihe lOlh of April, ?even 
leach ers and iwo palrons of Ihe Orange Part School, al Orange 
Park, Fla., were arre^led for violanon of an en admen I legalized a 
year ago by Ibe Slale Legislalure under ihe jn^ligalion of William 
H. Sheal£, Ihe Slale superintend en I of education. 

The enactnieni, which we prolesl la in no ju^l ?en?e a law, 
forbids noloniv while and colored persons to he in^lrncted wilhin 
Ihe same building al ihe same lime, hul il also forbids a while 
principal or matron or guardians of ihe school rooming or living 
wilhin Ihe same building where Iheir pupils are. 

This enaclment againsl Ihe personal righls of educalion in a 
privale Chrislian school nol supporled or aided hy Ihe Slale, if 
suslained, would de^lroy nearlv all of the inslilntion^ earned 
on hy Northern benevolence in all of our Southern Slales. II 
would lake Ihe guardianship of m anners and morals oul of Ihe 
hands of Ihose who have planled and suslained the in^lilulions 
unlil now, anil who, in view of the millions vet uneducaled and 
unlrained, are now neeiCed as much as ever. It is not surprising, 
Iherefore, Ihat the National Council of C ongregalional Churches 
at Syracuse in October requested the .^s^ocialion lo lake this 
question lo ihe highest courts, nor ihal Ihe General Conference of 
Ihe MelhodisI Church in C lev eland has Just passed a resolution 
denouncing this iniquilous enactmeni, or thai ive are receiving 
constanlly from our Slale and local associalions assurances of 
svmpathv and support in our contest against this reversion to 
barbarism .

Lcl 
our people squarely face ihis issue. While we are prolcsling 
againsl ihc Irealmcnl of missionaries in Turkey and calling 
upon Ihe Govcmmcnl lo dec all ils power in iheir prolcclion, 
Ctirisliar teachers widely kroAn and honored in one of Lhe 
grcal Stales of this republic are acreslrd simply because ihry 
presumed lo inslruci a few wtiilc children urdec lhe same loof 
wilh eoloccd children. Il is hard lo speak of such condiLcl in 
mild M'ords. The question as lo u'ticlhcr [bis is m ccalily a 
free republic is once more al issue. The aclion of lhe Slalc of 
Flonda IS as barbaric as lhe persecniions of lhe Middle Ages.' 

From the Independent'. 

"Lcl ihc reader observe Ihal Ihis is nol a law applying merely 
lo lhe pjblic schools of lhe Slate. Such a law we condemn, 
bul we could nol be surprised al it. This law is direcled al 
this particular inslLlulion, which is nol a pubtic school bul 
a privalc academy supporlcd by lhe Amcncan Missionary 
Asaocialfon. We have been amazed ihat in this nineleenlh 
century Chrislians could be massacred by lhe thousands for 
nol accepling ihc Moslem failh and no hand raised lo defend 
thein. Bul ihal was m Turkey. Here tn lhe United Slales more 
than ihiity years after lhe Proclamalion of Bmancipalion in 
one of lhe sovereign Slales of lhe Union^ half a dozen men and 
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\tojncn arc arrc&Lrd for Ihc crime of Iccaling black children 

and while children alike, foe not drawing a caalc hac in ihcir 
own pnvalc grounds in a a:hDijl Ihcy conduct al no expense 
to rhc Slale. ll is a cunous hiiinifiJling DccjETence For ihis 

Jubilee year of ihe American Missionary A'vsocialnm."

"Florida'^ disgraceful Shcals law^ specially designed for Ltie 
leachers and supparlcra of Orarge Park Academy, has al las[ 
been pul ir force. The Icachcrs of ihe Acadcmyj ihe paslor 
ofihe churchy and ihc parenKoflhc u^hile pupils have beer 
acreslcd For violalion of itii^ lau'^ which forbids any one lo 
mairlain or palronize a school m which while persons and 
Negroes shall be laughl oc boarded wiltiii ihe same building. 
And ihi^ is ihc Slale of Senalor Call, who is declaiming so 
eloqucnlly in behalf of Ihc Cuban lasurgcnls, marc ihan half 
of whom are of Negro blood." 

From the Bcsioii Slamiaiii: 

"A year ago the urconsniulional and vile Shcals law was 
passed by ihe legislalure of Florida, ll w as undcrslood ihal 
ihis law M'as parlicularly aimed al ihc Orange Park School^ of 
ihe American Missionary Assoclalion, whose f If liclh annvec- 
'vary is lo be cclcbraled in ihis cily nzji\ fall. This villainous 
slalulc was enforced in ihe case of ihc Orange Park School or 
ihc enlirc body of Icachcrs^ while men and women of spotless 
character and self-sacrificing devodon lo ihe mission, because 
of educating teachers for the elevation of American citizen- 
ship. The normal school is one of ihe besi and mosi useful 
of Ihe cducalional agencies al work m ihe Soulh^ bul had 
dared lo ignore the outrageous statu le which makes i[ a crime 
for any school^ public or private, to teach black and while 
scholars in Ihc same baildingorhavc any white teachers lo ea[ 
list] aad sleep ia Ihc same bouse with Ihcir Negro pupils. If ihcse

aliluMDn Id Amcncan cilizcn^^ ihca ihc profc^&cd abohlion 
of slavery and of ihc color line m cjlizciiship is s wiclchcd 
farce.

cmaricipaliori of ihc cori'vlLluhorial amcndmcnl ihjl places ihc 
Negro on ihc iamc Icga] plane wilh ihe while cclizeu of ihis 
courilry. We do nol doubl ihe supreme and binding aulhonly 
of ihL'v legjslaliire. We niL'vlake ihc lemper of ihe Amecican 
people if a blaze of indignalion is nol kindled by ihja oulragc 
from ihe AllanlJc lo Ihe PacLfic." 

From Frank Leslie's Weekly: 

"Urder ihcse provLSLons no cjlizer of Florid a^ JF wlII be roled^ 
can under ecnaiiL cord mors educaic hischild. He jsejiclirdcd 
ab&oliilely from ihc bcsl cduealional ihsMIiiIjdqs in Ihe Slale if 
ihese admjl pupils of both while and colored parentage. The 
defiarcc of ihe law was in obedience lo a dcFinJle delermjna- 
lion on ihe pad of itie American Missionary AssocJaMon lo 
make adislinel lesl of Ihc slalulc." 

Fiom the Bcsfon Dniiy Advcrliser. 

"The SheaLs lau' m Florida u^as passed itirough Ihc influence 
of malice, prcjudicCj and parlisar vcrom. Effons have been 
made in olher Soulhern Stales lo f erpelralc similar oulragcs^ 
bill for ihe mosi pari wilho III avail. The bcller public scr Mm cm 
all over ihe Soulh is sirongly agairsi such mcarress. This 
beller scnlimenl has assciled ilscif succcssEiLlly elsewhecCn 
and we do nol doubl ihal il will do so very soon in Florida."

"The American Missiorary Association will be suslamcd by

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These commenis ^le bul samples of the sentiment which 
comes to ihe Association respecting this atlempl lo challenge the 
conslituhonal amendment which came with the emancipation of 
the colored people from slavery. But now tliere is 

A SECOND CHAPTER. 

Afler Ihe leachers were arrested it was supposed Ihat Ihis would 
be Ihe end of the persecution until the slalule should be tested 
by [he courts. Accordingly Ihey returned lo Ihe work in Ihe 
school as before. On Ihe 4lh of May the Sheriff was instructed 
by Ihe Stale Attorney lo inquire inio Ihis continued vioialion of 
Ihe law, and if he found the school lo be going on as before, lo 
arrest and [earresl, as long as Ihe school should be continued. In 
consequence the school was forced to close ils sessions, as Ihe 
leachers were informed ihal they would be arrested over and over 
again, and Ihat new bail would be required for every successive 
day; this not only for the leachers bul for Ihe palrons, which 
would be impossible in Ihe case of Ihose who are colored. This is 
in accordance wilh Ihe pubUshed pronouncenieni of Supl. S heals 
Ihat he willprosecule and persecute ihis Orange Park School out 
of existence.

THE TALENTED TENTH, 

In Ihe discussion concerning Negro edncalion we should nol 

forget Ihe lalenled tenth m an. An ordinary educahon may answer 
for Ihe nme men of mediocrity, bul if Ihi? is all we offer the lal- 
enled lenlh man, we m ake a prodigious mislake. The lenlh man, 
with superior natuia] endowmeiil^, symmelricaliy trained and 
highly developed, may become a mighliei influence, a grealer 
inspiration lo others than all the other nine, or nine times nine 
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like lliem. Witlioiil disp^i"ag:einent of faithful men of modei'^te 
abilities, ir may be said Ihal m all ages The mighty impulses thai 
have propelled a people onward in their progressive career, have 
proceeded from a fe^v gifted souls. Sometimes these have been 
"self-made" men, so-called, whose besi powers ^^ere evoked by 
rare opportimihes. Ofteiier, Ihey have been men of thoroughly 
disciplined minds^ of sharpened perceplive facullies, (rained to 
analyze and lo generalize; men of well-balanced judgmenis and 
power of clear and forceful slalemenl. 

H is this lalenled lenth man of our colleges Dial in after years 
reflecls more honor on his aimii urnltr Ihan ihe other nine; it is 
this lenth man Ihat is the recognized leader in his profession and 
1133] the leader of public opinion. To him, ralher lhan lo the other nine, 

the many look for suggestion and advice in imporlant matters. 
He is an uncrowned king in his sphere. 

This being true, [ repeal Ihat not lo make proper provision 
for Die high educalion of the lalented tenth man of Die colored 
people is a prodig;ious mislake. II is to dwarf the tree Ihat has in 
it the potency of a grand oak. indusiri a I educalion is good for the 
nine; the common English branches are good for Ihe nine; but 
thai lenth man oughl lo have tlie besI oppoitimilies for making 
themosi of himself for humanity and God. 

The powers of this lalenled tenlh man are often latenl; imsiis- 
pected by others and even by iheir possessor, and are evoked only 
under favorable conditions^ sometimes comparatively lale in the 
youlhful period of life. In a symmetrical course of sludy cal- 
culated to bring inio exercise eveiy mental faculty', somewhere, 
as by a louchslone, the particular aplilude of Ihe pupil may 
be discovered, the secret springs of power be opened; and the 
man, having discovered himself, leaps forward to pre-eminence 
among liis fellows. Scores of such men and women are among 
the students in Ihe schools for Ihe colored people of the South. 
A mere common education will nol disclose Iheir uncommon 
powers; Ihevneed Ihe test of the best. And somewhere, at several 
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central points rX leasl, provision should be m^de for (lie higher 
educalion of the lalented lenlh as well as oidinary education for 
fhe other nine. 

Tlie greal need of the coloied people of the South is wise 
leadership ^long all lines of development; men of large and 
comprehensive views acquired by conlaci and communion with 
the woild'sgreallhinkers; such men are needed lo -day even moie 
than nine limes as many with a litlle more practical knowledge 
concerningtheuseofthesaw,lhe jack-plane and Ihe blacksmith's 
forge. In our educational work for the colored people, Iherefore, 
proper i>rovision shoukj be made for the lalented lenth.— Dr. 
MoREHOUSg in The Independent.

Moody lo-day, bjl hedidn'l begin lo give me such "convielion 

of SLn" as ihe iirgeni and eager inleresl Mr. Lopp showed in |ra4] 

going back lo his people up ihere. I wonderjusl whal ihe Lord 

does ihink of us all--sonie of us, anyway"" 

Mr. Lopp, wliom Miss Dawes refers lo, is j'lleading foi" funds 
to make it possible loopen the mission among the Eskimos. The 
American Missionary Association was obliged lo disconlinue il 

for a year on account of Ihe straitened condihon of ihe treasury. 
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We are now making every efforl lo gather funds ouEside of The 
curreni income of ihe Associ^lion, Ihal iheie may be ar le^^l one 
Christian mission condiicled by Coiigregahona lists in this gieal 
northern mission field. Mr. Lopp's plea for "trii people" and 

abandon of self-sacrificebolhontheparf of himself and his wife, 
impress eveiy one, as they did Mi^^ Dawes. 

This is the only mission of Ihe Congregational denomination 
in Alaska. No other denomination plan^ lo occupy this station if 
given npby Die American Missionary Association. The work re- 
quires aboni five hundred dollars more than has been subscnbed, 
and Ihis must be in hand by the first of June, when il is necessary 
for Mr Lopp to sail, if he goes this year.

HISTORY OF A CHURCH IN 
ALABAMA. 

BY REV. SPENCER SNELL. 

The beaunful and healthful cily of Talladega is localed among 
Ihe .Appalachian fo&l hill^. The Fiisl Congregalional chnich was 
organized in Ihe year I S&S. The firsl menibeis were people who 
came out of Ihe colored BaptisI Church, and u'ho had begun lo 
look for i more inlelligeni m ode of worship and better religious 
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inslTiicti on Ih an it w^^ possible lo have in churches whose pastors 
had been slaves and were uneducated. 

The first pastor of ihe church was Rev. H. E. Brown, of 
Ridgefield, O., whom the American Missionary Associalion had 
sent inio Ihe South. Since his reliremeni the pulpit h^s been 
occupied by several pastors, including the ^cceplable services of 
professors of Talladega College. My p^slorale began in 1894. 

There are friendly relations belween our church ^nd the other 
colored churches near at hand. The p^slor is often inviled to 
preach in Ihe olher churches. The paslors of Iwo of Ihe BaptisI 
chui"ches are gr^du^les of our school here, and Ihe pastor of one 
of the Methodist churches is now taking lessons in our seminary. 

The present membership of Ihe church is 219. Many of ihem 
are poor students who have to be helped through school The 
resideni members have but very iitlle money. With one or two |is5i 
exceplions they receive smaU pay for whal they do. Those who 
have Irades find bul Iitlle here to do and have lo go away to 
gel emplovmenl. Among the male members of Die church ^re 
farmers, mechanics, etc., and ^mong ihe females Ihose who do 
laundry work» sewing, elc. Several of Ihese women lake the 
washing of families home and work very hard for a very Iitlle 
money with which lo subsist iheir families, buy books, and pay 
tiiihon for their children in Talladega College. 

There are about thirty-five members of the church who own 
their homes, and about eleven who rent the places where Ihey 
live. Several of the homes owned by the members of the church 
are fairly comfortable for Souiheni homes, liaving from iwo to 
se\en rooms. None of ihem ^re cosily. I do not suppose thai 
one of Ihem cosi $1,000. Neilher is Ihe funiilure in ihem costly. 
Sc^mely any of them have carpets on Iheir floors. They look 
upon carpels ^s r luxury which Ihey c^nnol affoi"d. Plaster on the 
walls is almost as r^re as carpels on ihe floors. In some cases 
there is not a rocking-chair in the house. The furniture Ihey have 
is of a very ordinary kind. 
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The peoj'kle have but very lillle money and are obliged lo strug- 
gle long and iiard lo get a liltle place to call home, in many cases 
buying the lumber ^nd hiring the c^qienler on credit. This being 
the case, il takes lliem years and years lo pay for the liltle homes. 
The homes v^it from ihe fairly comfoit^ble lo Die wretched. 
It is noticeable thai Ihose who have had ihe advantages of an 
education have better homes Ihan Ihose who have no education. 

There comes to mind as [ write one veiy miserable home in 
which bolh the parenis ^i"e ignoi'^nl. There are three rooms lo the 
house not nearly so comfortable as Ihe places where Norlliern 
fermers keep iheir horses and caltle. There is neilher slove nor 
grate in the house, but simply some rocks on each side of the 
open firepbce on which they hv ihe green wood, by which lliey 
sit and shiver while the cold winds blow ihrougli Ihe cracks in 
the floor ^nd sides of the house. There are six children and only 
two excuses for beds. One of ihese has on it a lick, the other h^s 
a pile of dirty rags. There is nol a whole table or chair in the 
house. 

And yel, Ihese people, like many olhers just as poor as they, 
are Iryinglo educate their chiklren. They believe Ihat in Chnshan 
educahon lies ihe only redemption from Ihis condilion for ihem 
and Iheirrace, through theirchildren, who are enjoying privileges 
thai were denied lo ihem. 

There are notmore Ihan a dozen individuals in Ihe church who 

are earning a comforlable living. More than Ihat ninnber did so 

when limes were belter, but now there is not much for Ihem lo 

|is6| do excepi conduct very poor farms, on which ihey cannot earn 

enougli lo make iheniselves comforlable. 

There have been very few years in the history of the church 
when it did nol have a revival of religion. Of lale il has been the 
custom to have two senes of special services each year— one dur- 
ing the winter, while the school is in session, and another during 
the summer vacation. Effort is made each year to have all the 
students converled. Of all ihe voung people who have graduated 
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here only Iwohave left wilhoul being professing Chrisli^ns. 

The growth of the church has not been rapid, but steady. 
During the d^ys of slavery the colored people were members 
of the churches lo which Iheir masters belonged. None of (hem 
belonged lo Congregational churches, and so, wlien Conerega- 
tionalism came lo the South after Ihe war, it waseiihrely new to 
fhe fonner slaves and to those who had been theii" masteis. 

The masses of the children and the young people still cling 
to Ihe churches which Iheir parenis were taughl lo love. II will, 
therefore, be some lime before Congregalionalism will grow 
rapidly in Ihe Soiilh. The chui"ch has no building of its own, and 
no parsonage, but worships in Ihe chapel of Talladega College. 
The building in which ihe chapel is localed was erecled by the 
while Bapli^l^ of the Coosa Valley Association before the war as 
a college for their sons. Some of Ihe old slaves who helped lo pul 
up the building lived to see freedom, to see Die building come 
inio Ihe hands of Ihe American Missionary Associalion, and to 
see their own children sindy and giadnalein it. 



MEETINGS AMONG THE HILLS AND 
AT A CONVICT CAMP.

Peril ail s nowhere is a religitnii meeling made more of ihan in 
Ihe hill counlry of Ihe S&ulh. There are reasons aju/ reasons for 
the fad. Take a real, genuine Methodist or Baptist matron, or 
brother, of fifty, and ihey love Christ and His cause, and do nol 
fail to associate Iheir love for Him and the work with Die gather- 
ing in His name. Ifit be possible, Ihey will be in altendance when 
"the parson" comes round. The girls love to go; some because 
they, too, are Learning to love the service of the Master, some 
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because thev have no other so good opporlunity lo see ^nd be 
seen, and olher^ because everybody else goe^. Where ihe girls 

and young ladies are sure to be, there The boys and young men ^i"e 
apt to be; and so it comes that when Ihe meeting, especially the 
"big meeting," is to be held, Ihe people throng. And if you want 
losee a genuine democracy, untainted by any kind of aristocracy, 
|is7| you could not find it better illustrated than among the hills, at 

meeting time, in some log "church -house." No Sir WonderfijI 
lo claim best pew, no usher to give you the place he chooses. 
You come with your wife and, following the custom, she goes 
to the left, you to the nghl. I will not describe the service. The 
singing varies fi"om a wonderful chorus of praise that lacks noth- 
ing in volume in one neigliborhood, lo the nasal-twanged hymn 
which some incompetent leader sings almost alone in some other 
community. The old songs predominate, but any brisk moving 
song of work of praise or progress easily becomes a favorite, 
when once it has been sung long enough so that the words and 
movement are mastered by a few. 

You will not be long in any big meeting or revival service 
before you will hear: 

"Mother has a home, sweet home. 

Mother has a home, sweet home. 

Mother has a home, sweet home. 

Lord, I want to join the angels; beautiful home." 

This is varied. Now it is Brother, Father, Preacher, or Sister 
who has a home. 

You may not know the tune or words, but it will not be long 
before you are singing witli the rest, if you are a participator 
or worshiper, and not that horrid and heartless thing, a crifical 
looker-on. 

Yon know of the hand-shaking? If a sinner seeks to enter the 
Christian life, he comes, on invitation of the minister, to shake 
hands at the close of, or during, the service. And often service 
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closes with an ^ 1 1-round -hand -shake. There is a songslarled* like 
"Say, Brolhei", will you meel me?" or some simple devorioiial 
hymn, and all rise and shake hands all around^ singing or praying, 
or speaking gently one lo another. 

Ah[ many a feud has sunk forever, many an unpleasantness 
has been foigotten, many a half-ripe quanel has been strangled, 
and many a friendship has been strengthened and ripened in 
these services of emotion and love, those hand-shakings of the 
Mountaineers. The blessings of the peacemakers shoukj be his 
i^ho first introdnced Ihe service. 

Among other invilalion hymns 1 have heard» I remember 
vividly: 

"Sinner, you are welcome^ Yes, Yes, welcome 
To Ihe dying lamb." 

This, loo, is varied. "Seeker," "Brother," "Sisler," and "Every- 
body's welcome" being sung. 

I could tell of parts 1 do not like, of excilemenis the reverse 
of helpful lo my devotional feelings, and of loudness mistaken 
for piety or zeal, but so could others criticise the services at Dr. 
Cnyler's or Dr. Slorrs's church. I prefer lo speak of Ihe really 
good. 

May 1 tell yon of a unique service? It was at the Convict 
Camp, near Baker's X Roads, in CnmberlandCounly, Tenn. |is5| 

No need to ring the bell—the congregation are assembled, and 
armed guards are standing by lesl someone should escape. Still 
a bell was lapi^ed. Silence al once. 

"Boys," 1 said, "when [ was here before vou kindly asked me 
to come and speak to you again. 1 am here. Before 1 speak 1 
want to have you sing. Will vou sing?" A momenl's pause, and 
in Ihe rich tones which Ihe colored i^eople so often have, Ihere 
rang out from scores of Ihroats, one of those weird songs of the 
race. It was of chariots and heaven, of songs and praises, and of 
Jesus the King. 1 cannot reproduce or describe it. 1 prayed for a 
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blessing on our service* and several responded ^^ith appareiilly 
as ferveiil "Amen" as ever came from C^mp Meeling or AUar 
service. Then [ read passages, closing wilh a part of Romans 
6: from the iwentj'-lliird veise. [ spoke briefly of "The ^^ages 
of sin, and of The gift of God." I almost fear I w^s h^isli. Poor 
fellows— they vnsre criminals* bill who is not guilly, before God* 
of violations of Divine law? 

As I pleaded for the starting of a betler life, as [ spoke of their 
^milies, as I said "Some of you will be ihrougli with prison life 
soon," ^s I talked of honesly, sobriety, and purily, theie weie 
moisi eyes. I asked for an expression at the close. All who will 
accepi Jesus ChrisI* and from this very hour live for Him, and 
with ihe sfrength lie gives try lo forge! ihe grievances von have 
thought lo revenge; liy lo love and sei"ve one another here, in 
Christ's name, and olhers when released; strive to do your work 
feithfully; in shori:, try to do wh^t you think Christ would w^nl 
you lo do— ftrsi, give me your hand, and ihen kneel with me in 
prayer. Througli tlie chinks ^nd crevices of Ihe slockade a score 
of men ihrust Iheir h^nds, eager lo respond lo Ihe invitation, and 
many knell in prayer. 

How much was m^ke-believe? How much was genuine? The 
Se^Tchei of hearts alone knows. Sowing by ^11 waters, [ ^m 
willing lo le^ve results with Cod. 

Another song* and then "Good-bye, boss!" "Good-bye, Cap- 
tain!" "Come again, preacher!" 

The days were weeks, and then! Criminal carelessness, per- 
haps. A premature explosion of dynamite and powder combined 
on Ihe railroad, ^nd six of these men had been discharged. Dead! 
A rough grave beside Ihe track, God knows the rest. They were 
convicts, tliey were blacks, but Ihey were my brothers and yours, 
children of one Father. 

I was tired th^t Sunday, but [ am glad God let me go and give 
them another invitation to Ihe Christ-life. Perhaps in some other 
time and place I shall talk over that service among Ihe boys in 
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black at Convicl Camp, with a soul in white over (here. Who 
knows?

Higti landers las) yeir. il is Ihe first band of Iheo logic il sludenls 
organized in any of our seminaries foi wo[k m the field of Ihe 
American Missionary Association, it was a very inleresling 
movemeni and worlhy the semiiury that has sen! out band^ inio 
other parts of Ihe coualry whic:h have accomplished greal result. 

The leslimony is set forlh by Prof. John C. Campbell, a 
cultured young man, who looks on lliis interesting i^'ork wilh 
a fiesh vision and gives opinions well balanced respecting (his 
field and others. 

It should be said thai the letter was nol writlen for publication. 

The year has been irying and Aeanng, but [ lake greal satis- 
faction in knowing that much has been accomplished. We have 
established ourselves in Ihe hearts of the people, I believe, and 
have the respect and co-operative interest of the best men in Ihis 
and adjoining counties, so i hope foi greal things in ihe fnlure if 
OUT fiiends in the North will only help us. 

Suspicion has given way to confidence, and ] may even fire 
broadsides at the lobacco habit no* , even if il hits home. They 
are a try in g, prom ising, and ioveabie people. I admire those of my 
classmates who have heard the voice of G od [nol the prompting 
of inciinalionr calling Ihem to remain in dear old hair-splilling 
New England; but, while I admire iheir bravery, I am sorry for 
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them, for it must seem as if they were striking in the air Here 
we ^ee (lie enemy, and can strike direclly ul liim, ^nd one h;is 
some satisfaction in getting weary ^nd sick at heart in fighting 
at greal odds againsi r visible power inslead of Ihe more sublle 
powers "of tlie aii." But I digress! It is such r lempl^lion to lei 
myself oul when communicaling with one who underslands this 
discouraging, fascin^hng, ^nd encouraging work. This year's 
work has given me experience, as well as gr^v h^ir, and even if 
my labors in Ihe Soulh shouid lermin^te ihis ve^r, I should feel 
thai I had gained r greal deai. I wish thai aU Norlherners could 
come to know the besi element of the South, and show their 
magnanimity as victors by helping Ihe American Missionary 
Association do the work which alone will make a new South. 
To me Ihe Soulh presents a louching bul heroic piclure as she 
struggles nobly, bul somewhal uncertainly, toward Die lighl, sliil 
the viclim of her cavalier iraining, still hek3 back by Ihe poor 
black and Die poor while, Ihe producls of her accursed instilulion. 
Now that is all abolislied, she needs help from IheNorlh. Idoubl 
|i90| if we in the North would beany better h^d we been placed in the 

same environmeni, and our superiority m^y be due as much to 
soil, climate, ^nd Ihe consequent unprofitableness of sl^ve labor, 
as lo our Pun tan ancestry. 

The tide of immigration is beginning to lurn toward Ihis St^te 
from Georgia, and many coming from Ihe Dakol^s. The mass of 
ignorance is ^pp^lling. I realize in p^rt, I ihink, Ihe difficulty of 
getling Ihe needs of the whiles before a svmpalhizing audience. 
When It comes to a white man's needs and his condilion, loo 
many church members and olhers subslitute Ihe scientific theory 
of the survival of the fittest for Christ's kw of love. Tliey 
forget too, [ fear, thai m^ny of these people in the mountains Rve 
viclims of slavery ^s innocent ^s Ihe Negro; and Ihey do not see 
thai Iheir indifference is letting Ihem lie in the hard bed which 
circumstances, laigely beyond their conti'ol, have made for Ihem. 
If they will only give ns money, "greenbacks," if need be, and 
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enable us lo get Ihe young out of bed on their intellectual and 

spiritual feet, I shall be satisfied. And if our Congressmen and 
politicians would bnry Ihe "Bloody Shirt," and slop throwing 
stones over Mason and Dixon's fence* and out of their personal 
means g]ve, what is too often given uselessly, to the Association 
and other similar Boards, the questions which spnng from sec- 
tional prejudice would soon be solved. [ do believe that what the 
American Missionary Association stands for is the panacea for 
all political and social ills.

If some of our Norlherr fncnds 
could have heard ihe words of gralilude for ihc work of I tic 
American Missionary .Associalior^ and seen I tie Icars of joy 
over wtial has bccii accomplished^ ihey would know [hal iheir 
labors and gifts had nol been in vain. 

Liberal Giving from \ Sw ^ll [ncowe.— Rev. A. L. DeMond, 
of Lowell, N. C, writes: 

The people have had a heavy burden upon Ihcm during rhc 

hard limes of ihesc wirier morlhs when ihece is so lillle for 
iKem lo do in ihc w ay of earning money. Of iheir lillle means 
ihey give freely and gladly. Many of ihem arc paid for iheir 
work in provisions al ihe slorcs so ihal ihey do nol receive 
much money. One poor woman said lo mc: "I can always 
|I93| give a lillle something because I get forly cenis every week 

for my washing." She lives in a lillle log cabin, through the 
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sides of which ihc wind oflcn whistles, bul cvcij Sunday she 

gives sojnclhmg for ihc churcli of Chrisl. 

A F^DOR Wom.^n's Fihe Feeling.— One day last ye^r our laun- 
dress sen! her oldest boy, a lad fourteen year^ of age, on an 
errand. He was gone an hour or more longer than she expected 
him lo be. Upon his return she asked liim what lie had been 
doing all Ih^t time. He lold her thai an expressman had been run 
away with, and had been quile badly hnrt. He had helped get the 
man into a slore, had gone for a doclor, ^nd had done all Ihat he 
could for him. When he left him the man lold him to go to hi^ 
office the nexld^y ^nd lie would give him something. The boy's 
molhei" at once said thai he mustn't ihink of taking anvlhing for 
what he had done for the man when he was in irouble. 

Who can say that the colored people are incapable of fine 
feeling? This poor woman w^s certainly not so well provided 
with this world's goods Ihat she had no nse for money. On the 
contrary, she was r widow, wilh a family of five children thai 
she had kept together and had sent to school at Ihe cost of much 
sacrifice and years of hard work at the washtub.

I am ^ure you will be gl^d lo hear of liie great, may I say 
"revival," wiiich seems to be upon us. On March I at our regular 
communion we received into Ihe chLU"ch Jifteen adults, and ihere 
were eight marriages and nine children baphzed. Sl\ of Ihese 
people came from Flyiiig-By region (Miss Lord's people). She 
is rejoicing. One, Swift Cloud, and his wife, are a middle-aged 
couple, who lived here when I firsi came to fhis village. They 
are a good addition lo our force. Then Two-Runs and his wife 
are two good people, Miss Loid's near neighbors, and wiU be a 
great help lo her. The others unihng came from my village, and 
we now have only two men and their wives in this village who 
are not in Ihe church. Bird-Dog, anolher of Miss Loi"d's people, 
and his wife and sister have given me their names as candidates 
for membership al the next com mimiom The ¥. M. C. A. down 
there are hauling logs to build a place to meet in. The little cabin 
we pul up is already loo small.

Beside this our church here has given aboni $15 lolhe Lincoln 
Memorial Fund for Ihe Associahon and $10 lo bny lable and 
chdrs for Ihe pulpit. Our Christians are going from house to 
house to pray with Die sick, and many of Ihese j'leople are being 
brought lo ChrisI through Ihis means. On communion Sunday 
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we opened the folding doors and vet Die church was so full that 
three of us sal down on the Hltle pbtfonn behind the pulpit. 

I forgot to tell you that aside from this £206 we raised £200 to 
build a chapel at One Bull's, where Elias was. The house is loo 
little. 

We are not "lazy, good-for-nothing Indians, fit only for the 
soldiers' target." We are men and women struggling against 
clannishness and superstition —against evil without and within— 
reaching up to yon who know the blessedness of the Light of the 
Gospel, asking you to reach down, down into our dark lives and 
lift us up. Let us get a glimpse on this side of the beauties of 
Heaven. 

We need your help, and bye and bye we will join your forces 
and help you to gather with God's fold other tribes and nations 
who know not God. Do not cut us down this spring. It will break 
our hearts with discouragement. 

God help people to hear our prayer. We shake hands with 
God's people in the name of Jesus Christ our Saviour. 

P.S.— Three of the people outside the church in this village 
have given me their names as candidates for chui"ch membership 
at the May communion. 



Crow Agence , Mont.^n.^.— The growth of the missionary work 
among the Indians at the Crow Agency, Montana, is veiT encour- 
aging. Recent reports from this field bring information of large 
galhenngs in the religious services, and in the church services 
and Sunday-school. Our missionary. Rev. J. G. Burgess, is 
planning to spend several weeks this summer among the camps 
on the prairies to which the Indians withdraw during the warmer 
months. A chapel is veiT much needed at this mission in order 
to afford a place for religious gatherings and such instruction 
as the missionary and his wife are able to give these Indians.

THE OROVTLLE MISSION.

The caie of whicli we give a piclure is m ore 111 an a m omiin enl 
Id Ihf arlislic cookery of wliicti some df out bielhren iJiere are 
c:apdble. il 'S'Si m ade iii a ^orl of Chrisliin competilion wilh 
Ihe lude and sensele^^ opeTaln^ns bv Ahich iheir idol- worshiping 
coiinlrymen observed iheir greal annua] feslivii. And on Saiva- 
lion Army principles, though not ifler tbeir melliods, il calied 
Ihe dllenlion of m uililudes bolb of Chinese and Americans lo tbe 
Mission House and ihe M ission work and ihe Saviour for u'honi 
OUT brethren were eager lo bear ivilness. They did nol confine 
Iheir alien lion lo cake-niaking nor express Iheir loyally lo Christ 
in thai A ay alone, but made up a very [especlable sum, which, as 
'New Year's Gifis lo Jesu?,' ihey piaced in our ireasury. 

The piclure, as we are abie lo give it in our magazine, is nol 
large enough lo show all Ihe poinis of interest aboul this cake. 
II represenis, of course, a Chinese pagoda, but wilh ihe idols 
omitted. Possibly Ihere is in il a little symbolism of ascent— ihe

al The sliell found^lion, we see Two cards which bear in Chinese 
|i96] an inscriphon literally translated thus: "Eyes see; hands mnsi 

not touch." Above this were the more abrupl or poinled English 
words: "Hands off/' Over the door al Ihe head of Ihe steps is a 
framed inscription: "Happy New Year, 1896." In whal might be 
called the second story there is another inscriplion* which, being 
inlerpreted, reads: "Blessed News Chaise 1"—;.^., Gospel Chapel- 
-while on the righl posi are characters which, lilerally translaled, 
mean; "Blessed Land: good cnltivalmg"— j.f , to good cullivation 
this happy land yields large returns. On Ihe left-hand posI the 
characlers literally Iranslated mean: "News Chapel; righleous 
pastor: fonns intimate friends"— j.f, Ihe righteous paslor of this 
Gospel Chapel makes warm friends. 

On either side of Ihe cake are Chinese New Year's lilies (nar- 
cissus) growing lo perfeclion in saucers supplied with nolhing 
excepi clean pebbles and pnre waler— these are said to symbolize 
purlly and mercy. Above Ihe lilies rise greal clusters of artificial 
flowers, which also have some symbolical imporl; 1 am unable 
to say whal. 

This will be a good place to say a few words about this 
mission, which has now been in exislence for more than Iwenty 
years. During all this penod il has occupied, lenl free^ a small 
brick building belonging lo our e'i-Governor and United States 
Senator, Hon. Geoige C. Perkins, who began his wonderfully 
successful career in Ihis town of Oroville. He has not even 
required us to pay Ihe laxes upon il, and when a rnmor reached 
my ears Ihat his ageni had received an offer for ihe pui"chase 
of it, Mr. Perkins kindly assured me that we should have the 
first chance lo bny il, and he would help us out by a generons 
donalion. That's Ihe sort of man he is. 

There has always been a large Chinese population engaged 
mainly in mining, whose headquarters were at Oroville. When 
our mission wasestablished the number was eslimaled at nol less 
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than Iwenty-five hinidied. Chinatown was quite exiensive and 

all its frail striiclures sw^nned, like bee-hive^, with inhabilants. 
There are no such throngs now, but there ai"e shil people enough 
to call forth the most and the best that we can do for them. 

A lai^e nmnber of Chinese have here been tunied from idol- 
^^orship to the love of Jesus. L have at hand no means of 
scanning the long roll—reaching up lo manv liundreds—of those 
who have for longer oi" shorter periods been brouglil here to 
know something of Christ. And tlie frequent change of teach- 
ers has rendered impossible any adequate statement of results. 
Among those whom I specially remember aie three Yongs: One» 
Yong Jitn» an unusually well-educated man who» after being a 
missionary' helper in several of our fields, returned to China, and 
has done gospel-work there in connection with the American 
Board; another, Yong Kay, was a delegate from California to |i97i 
the gieal convention of the Y. P. S. C. E. in Boston, and made 
several addresses there, which were well received. He is now 
preaching the Word in that city. Yet another of the same family 
has been for several years a leader in Christian work among the 
Chinese in New York. The Christians inCalifornia and elsewhere 
belonging to this family have a little missionary work of their 
own among their relatives in China in addition to what they do 
through our Chinese Missionary Society. The work at Oroville 
is now in excellent hands. We have a good helper—intelligent, 
wise, steadfast— who almost wholly supports himself, drawing 
but five dollars per month from our treasury, and giving back a 
goodly portion of this. The teachers are faithful and earnest, and 
I rejoice to add that for several years our church in that town has 
recognized its responsibility for this work, has given it the right 
hand of fellowship^ and has aided it with generous gifts.
